dragg'd by the Engliſb from their Grand 
Battery, notwithſtanding it was two Miles 
diſtant at leaſt, and the Road too very 
rough.

"Thoſe indeed he ſeal d up again, and hav- 
ing put them into the Trunk, diſmiſs d 
me. His next Orders were, that the Car-- 
tells ſhould not preſume to go on Board 
their Convoy the Launceſton on any Pre- 
tence whatever, without. his Permiſſion: 
He charg'd us likewiſe not to go on Shore; 
and gave ſtrict Orders to the Garriſon to 
watch us Night and Day; and in caſe 
any of us attempted to ſet foot on Shore, 
the Guards were directed to ſhoot us with- 
out asking any Queſtions a about the Matter. 
His Severity, in ſhort, extended ſo far, as 
not to permit a Boat to bring us the leaſt 
Supply of any N or Kind whatſo- 
ever; inſbauche hat we were oblig'd 
to live wholly on thr Proviſions, and drink 
Water that was ropy, and very offenſive 
to the Smell for (654 ſix Weeks ſucceſ- 
bHvely. When this cruel Commodore ſet 
Mail with his Fleet, with ahout:two Hun- 
dtred ſail of Merchantmen and ſeven Men 
of War for Hiſpaniola, another Com- 
mo dore immediately ſupplied his Place. 

On Sunday Eve he — out a Vaul, with 


Orders for all the Cartells to unbend their 
Sails. 
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Sails. Me did as directed, and on Mon- 
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day-Morning his Men came in their Long- 
Boat, and carried all our Sails on Shore 
into the Garriſon, which ſurpriz d us to 
the laſt Degree, as we had been detainꝰd ſo 
long, and liv'd in Expectation of our Paſs- 
Ports every Day. At this unhappy Jun- 
cture, Capt. Robert Man, who was Com- 


mander of the Launceſton, was taken vio- 
- ently ill of a Fever; and notwithſtanding 
Interceſſion was male that he might be 


remov'd on Shore, as the Noiſe on board 
affected his Head too much, yet the Fa- 


vour was inhumanly deny'd him; and 


every Officer in the Ship beſides. As to 
the poor Engliſp Priſoners, they were us d 


in a moſt barbarous Manner; for their 
principal Food was, Horſe- beans, and a- 


bout an Inch of Beef once in about 24 
Hours: Beſides, they were ſo cloſe im- 


Ppriſon'd, that ſome of them fainted away 


for want of Aﬀ: And had not it been for 


the private charitable Relief which they 


| receiv d from a good old Proteſtant Lady, 


ſeveral of them muſt have deen actually 
ſtarv'd: Nay, moreoyer, when any of 
them were fick, ſhe would viſit. them, 
zem Prayer-Books, and other 


| Books of — which ſhe conceal'd in 


A een 1 and then would 
n | SHY 1: ht out EX 
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exhort them to put their Truſt and Con- 


fidence in God, who in his own due Time 
would deliver them out of the Hands of 
their arbitrary, and blood-thirſty Enemies. 
And if any died, ſhe would ſend Coftins 


privately by Ni ght for the Removal of 
their Bodies, and bury them at het own 


Expence. One of theſe poor Wretches 
was in ſuch a weak and fickly Condition, 
that being thirſty, and inclining his Head 
to drink out of a Stone Font, had not 
Strength to raiſe it again, and by that 
Means, was unhappily ſtrangled. All, in 
ſhort, that liv'd to come on Board, were 
ſo weak that they could ſcarce crawl e 
the Deck. 

As our Treatment from the net 
was in every Reſpect ſo cruel and inhu- 
man, a Petition or Remonſtrance to Com- 


modore Mac Lemarrough was drawn up, 


and ſign'd on the 25th of Auguſt, 174 5.
